Visiting American Shares 
Grief, Joy Of Europeans 


(Editor's Note: This is the first in 
a three-part study of the exper- 
iences of Doris M. Marx as a fore- 
ign student abroad. Living fer a 
year in Europe as a participant in 
the California State Colleges In- 
ternational Programs, Miss Marx 
came to understand a people liv- 
ing under some of the most trying 
circumstances of our time.) 


Crossing the border into East 
Berlin, sharing the grief of thou- 
sands of Germans mourning the 
death of a beloved American 
president, and traveling through- 
out Europe, Doris M. Marx came 
to a foreign !and a stranger and 
came away a compatriot to those 
who so generously welcomed her 
visit 

An exciting journey which has 
deep meaning to those involved 
beyan on campus little more than 
a year ago when Miss Marx joined 
10 other students chosen to partici- 
pate as a pioneering group in the 
California State Colleges Interna- 
tional Programs. 


Designed to give qualified stu- 
dents the opportunity to live and 
study abroad, the International 
Programs that year sent some 100 
students from 16 of the California 
State Colleges to universities all 
over the world. 


Miss Marx, an acutely alert 
young woman, is working toward 
the general secondary credential in 
German. A Silver Key honor so- 
ciety member, she graduated from 
SSC in June, 1963, with a B.A. 
in anthropology. 


One of 36 students of German 
selected from California State Col- 
lege campuses to study abroad 
with International Programs, Miss 
Marx chose to attend the Free 
University of Berlin because of its 
unique political position. 
Programs, Miss Marx chose to at- 
tend the Free University of Ber- 
lin because of its unique political 
position. 

Before beginning studies in Ber- 
lin, Miss Marx was sent to the 
Goethe Institute in Brilon, a pre- 
dominantly Catholic country vil- 
lage in north central Germany, for 
program orientation. 


She resided in Brilon with a 
family which, she admitted, plied 
her with many questions about 
America and showed her great 
hospitality. During her stay, she 
visited relatives in the nearby Ruhr 
region. 

Reaches Berlin 

In November she and 23 other 
International Programs students 
traveled by train through East 
Germany to West Berlin, where

Hits High Note

The SSC Little Symphony, James 
Adair, conductor, presented a re- 
warding program to a large crowd 
at Tuesday's convocation. The or- 
chestra, hand-picked by Adair, as- 
sociate professor of music, opened 
the program with the Overture to 
the opera Titus by Mozart. 

It was clearly evident that Adair 
had good reason to select his mu 
sicians. The ensemble was very 
strong for a group of this size. 

A rather tongue-in-cheek rendi- 
tion of The Irish Washerwoman by 
Les Saiverby followed. Rimsky- 
Korsakof's Dance of the Clowns 
was given a reading which proved 
that a good string section need 
not be large. The violas in particu 
lar carried their line with great 
care and accuracy as did the rest 
of the strings. 

The real treat of the day was the 
appearance of the young violinist 
David Abel in the Mendelssohn 
Violin Concerto, Op. 101 

Mr. Abel demonstrated his skill 
on the violin with the utmost care 
—— he never sacrificed the beauty 
of the music for the sake of show. 
More often than not, this work is 
marred by a feeling of unrest and 
agitation. Abel's performance at 
no time lost its relaxed air, and 
his rather straight interpretation 
allowed his work to speak for it- 
self. 


Adair and the orchestra follow- 
ed the young soloist with a sound 
that was bright. yet never covered 
the delicate lines of the solo.

they were quartered in dormi- 
tories. Miss Marx resided at In- 
ternationales Studentenheim Eich- 
kamp 

About one third of the resi- 
dents at Eichkamp were foreign 
students. She recalled, “This dor- 
mitory differed from most other 
German dormitories because of 
its informal atmosphere. Ejich- 
kamp was run by an all-student 
parliament which attempted to 
practice democratic ideas, and the 
students wanted to make _ the 
foreign students feel at home.” 


Men and women students at 
Eichkamp shared the same houses 
but lived in separate wings. Kit- 
chens on each floor were shared 
by about 25 students each, per- 
mitting a rewarding exchange of 
ideas among students from many 
nations. 


International Programs students 
were channeled into courses ac- 
cording to their proficiency with 
the language. Dr. Karl L. Falk of 
Fresno State College, the group's 
resident director, determined the 
amount of credit and grades to 
be received at the end of the 
semester and aided students in 
selecting courses which would be 
accepted for credit by colleges in 
the United States. 


As a newcomer to Berlin, Miss 
Marx saw all activity in the bus- 
tling city come to a standstill with 
the news of the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy No- 
vember 22. 

“Berlin was as deeply shocked 
and saddened by the assassination 
of President Kennedy as the United 
States,” she recalled. Berliners en- 
tered a state of mourning. “Cul- 
tural activities stopped immediate- 
ly —- the opera curtain came down 
in the middle of the performance 

“The square in front of the city 
hall was renamed in his honor 
with a very moving ceremony 
which was attended by 250,000 
people . the same iquare where 
he had spoken to a record crowd 
in June of 1963. The night of 
his assassination, 30,000 students 
staged a torchlight parade tu the 
square.” 

Freedom bells which had been 
given to Berlin by the U.S. rang 
out at the city hall 46 times, she 
recounted. Taps were played in the 
darkened square. Thousands of 


candles were put in windows 
throughout the city. 
“The circumstances surround- 


ing the assassination reinforced the 
impression of some Germans that 
Texas is a rather wild state,” she 
illuminated.

20,000 Students 
Expected By 1975 


According to Dr. John Cox, 
Executive Dean, the full time 
equivalent student enrollment at 
SSC will reach 20,000 by 1985 and 
possibly as early as 1975 if the 
present growth rate persists. The 
present full time student enroll- 
ment is 6,264, about one third of 
this amount 

Projecting enrollment estimates 
accurately is probably the most 
difficulty aspect of campus plan 
ning. But contrary to what might 
be expected, projections made by 
the campus planning committee 
are not used in making appropria- 
tions and budgets for campus ex- 
pansion. The forecasts used are 
made by the Department of Fi 
nance and the Chancellor's Of- 
fice. This is the reason more tem- 
porary classrooms are being built 
every year. By the time construc- 
tion of new buildings is completed, 
they are inadequate for the in- 
creased enrollment and more tem- 
porary buildings must be erected
